Aiiionjr I lie territorial liiHlitutionH 
wlii(!h w worlliy of inPTilioii on ac 
coiiril of liio >>roat fjood it is (loiiijj 
and able manner in wliioh it is con 
(liictod iH tlio Now Mexico Asylum 
for the Deaf and Dumb. TliiH \h 
located in Santa Fe, about ono mile 
from tlie city, on CerrilloH Road. 
Here the institution owns about 
eleven acres of ground and a hand- 
some three-story si met u re, wliich 
was completed in 1905 The build- 
iuf^ was frected from the proceeds 
of the sale of a i)art of the fifty 
thousand acres of land, donated by 
United States to the territory for 
the Asylum for the Deal and Dumb 
The building was constructed in 
1902 and 1903, and opened in Sej)- 
teinber, litor). School was previous- 
ly iH'ing held in an old buildinji, 
which is on Uk! same land, bnl M 
was closed for lack of funds from 
June, 1901, until the now building 
WHS completed in 1905. 

The present building occupied by 
the school is of Romanesque iK^al 
ment. It has a frontage of ninety 
«Mglil feel, and a depth of sixty feet. 
It is three sloiies high with a bas(> 
ment under the entire l)uilding. 
Each Hoor has about forty-live 
hundred square feel, and Iho entire 
building has about eighteen liun- 
dreil sipiaro feel of available space 
The building is as hanilsome as any 
of the territorial instil ulioits, and is 
built of red presHod brick. It is 
largo enough to accommodalo over 
seventy-five pupils comfoitably. 

The institution is equipped with 
a Bteain iHvUing plant, electric lights 
and hot and (!old water. It has two 
fire hydrants on each flooi in addi 
tion to the chemical apparatus for 
lighliug fire. The dormitories ari' 
equipped with iron beds of tli(> hoN|)i- 
lal style and elastic fell mattresst-s, 
recognized as the most sanitary as 
well as comfortable coinbiiiution 
known. The Iniilding is also well 
supplied with lavatories, l)alh tubs, 
etc The study rooms are large, well 
lighted and well suited for their 
purpose. 

The objects of this institution is 
to educate mentally, morally and 
physically, l)oys ami girls who are 
honii fiilc residents of New Mexico, 
and who are too deaf to biM>dueated 
in the common schools. The teirl- 
lory, recognizing the fact that it 
ow«« to the <leaf children an educa- 
tion just as it does to their more 
fortunate brothers and sislers, 
estaldished this inslilulion Tliis 
institution is a school pure and 
simple and only those are accepted 
who are capable of receiving in- 
Btructiou. The instilulion is not a 
hospital, an asylum, a correctional 
institution, or a place where chil- 
dren are taken to make a home for 
them. But any child capalde of 
rec<'iving instruction and free from 
(contagious or infectious disease, 
between the agPB of seven and 
twenly-ono years, too deaf to be 
educated In the public schools, is 
eligiltle. 

Parents of the pupils are required 
to furnish clothing and travcdling 
expenses, and par<<nts exceptionally 
well off llnancially are also expect 
(^d to pay for their child's lioanl, 
and in the latter case only the ac- 
tual cost. Children of parents who 
are unable fntni desliiute financial 
condilion, to bear traveling or cloth- 
ing exi)enses, will, if satisfactory evi- 
dence is produced, be furnished 
with a railroad ticket, and the child 
|)rovided with clothes on the arrival 
at ilk^Bchool. While a few of the 
pupils In the institution might be 
considered objecits of charity, in that 
everything is furnisluMl Ihem, even 
clothing and railroad fare, on the 
whole it cannot be (considered as a 
oharitable inslitution any more 
than any other lerrilorial educa- 
tional institution. 

The terriloiy is making liberal 
provisions for it^s deaf children and 
In HO doing it is adding to its assets, 
by making useful and self-support- 
ing citizens out of thorn, instead of 
allowing Iheiu to giow up in ignor- 
ance, a care and burden to society 
without ev(ui knowing that they 
have a soul. The course of study is 
about the same as that followed in 
lh(^ public schools, the only dilTer 
tiice being that the public schools 
r(>celvo cllildrcn with a good com- 
maud of a spoken language. The 
'hildren in Ihia iiiHlitullou arrive 



with no language, hence they must 
liogin lower down. Text books are 
not used to any extent on this ac- 
count until the third or fourth year. 
The ordinary branches, geography, 
history, arithmetic, etc., are in- 
troduced as soon as the pupils are 
ready to lake them. 

The method of instruction employ- 
ed in this institution is the same as 
used in nearly all the largo and 
t)ost schools of the kind in the 
country, and is known as the " com- 
bined .system." Every child enter- 
ing the school is i)laced in charge 
of a competent oral teacher. He is 
kept in the oial department at least 
one year and is continued in this 
department as long as he can pro- 
gress and his edncaiion is conlin- 
ued by means of the manual alpha- 
bet and writinij. All d(Mif children 
cannot be taught to talk and read 
the lips, that is, enough to l»e of 
any practical value. The best that 
can 1)(> ac(U)mplished with the child 
is to be able to speak so as to be 
understood and to understand fairly 
well wlial is said to him. No .signs 
are (aught. The English language 
is us(i(i in the school and the pupils 
are encouraged to use it out of 
school. 'I'he signs, however, have 
their phuie in uiviiig moral instruc- 
tion, and in the social intermingling 
of the deaf an* indispmisable, and 
will always be used by the deaf as 
long as there are two left this side 
of the Great Divide. The children 
are educated orally if possil)ln. If 
a pupil has any hearing it will be 
ntilize(l and improved. 

The discipline in the school is 
such as will be found in any well 
regulated household. No corporal 
punishment is used, but the child is 
taught a desire to act right from 
principle. Kindru^Hs and patience 
aie the ruling iaelors in this direc 
tion with the teachers in the institu- 
tion. Th((childieM indulge in most 
all outdoor gannw Parlies and 
school gatherings are arranged for 
sludents on holidays and all are ex- 
pected to assist in these from the 
superintendent down. Every oil" 
conn(!Ctei] with the school is con- 
stantly reminded of the fact that 
the iiislitution exists for the chil- 
dren, and that their interests must 
bo considered first, last and all the 
time. 

The management of the school is 
v(*sted in a board of five trustees, 
appointtMl by thi^ governor. The 
governor is iin e.T officio member of 
the board. The piesent board of 
trustees is as follows: Governor 
George Curry, ex-offtcio member; 
R. J. Palen, pioident; 8. G, Cart- 
wright, secretary-treasurer; ii. M. 
Read, Grant Rivenburg and J. A. 
Wood, m(Mnl.ers. 

OtTieers and teachers of the insti- 
tution are: W O. Connor, Jr., 
superintendent ; Edna Shieloy, and 
Elise C;. Engleman, teachers; Mrs. 
W. O. Connor, Jr., matron and 
May Thornton, supervisor. 

With I he above corps of olflcers 
and instructors the school has made 
wonderfully rapid progress and it is 
class(Hl among the best institutions 
of its kind in tho West 

Th(> members of the board of re 
gents rec(>ive no comi)ensalioii but 
give their time and labor free lo the 
cause of humanity and the benefit 
of Iho inslitule. Th(>y are among 
tho l)eHt known citizens of Santa Fe 
abd all Bland high in pul)Hc estiiua- 
tion. Among them are some of tho 
best anil most su(cc(*ssful business 
nu<n in lliis vWy. 

'V\w present Superinleiulent, W. 
O. Connor, Jr , has served two 
yoai'H, and during his term has 
brought the institute to"a high state 
of efliicien(?y. He enjoys the full 
confidence and respect of the mem- 
bers of the board of regents and 
has been reaiipoinled for the ensu- 
ing year. The superintendent is a 
native of the State of Georgia and 
is 33 years of ago. Ho is a gradu- 
ate of the UniverflUy of Georgia 
and took a normal course at Gal- 
laudel College in Washington City, 
the only college for llu* higher edu- 
cation of the deaf and dumb in tho 
world. He has had, for a man so 
young, remarkable experience, 
having been engaged in active 
leacliing of the deaf and dumb for 
13 years, commencing before he ()e- 
came 21 years old. His father, W. 
(). Connor, Sr , has served as Su 
perintendent of the Institute for 
llie I)(>af and Duml) for the State of 
Georgia for 41 years and naturally, 
therefore, the son became imbued 
witli the seiitinient to follow in hin 



father's footsteps and to do what- 
ever he could for he relief of suffer- 
ing humanity and persons who were 
deaf and dumb. 

As a boy under his father's teach- 
ing and care he learned much of ihe 
management and administration of 
institutes for the education of the 
deaf and dumb, and naturally there- 
after concIude(l to make this his life 
work. Being thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with conditions and the rcquier^ 
monts of young people bereft of 
hearing and tongue power and lieiug 
in full sympathy with them, lieenter- 
od Ihe ranks and assumed the profes 
sion of becoming one of their teach- 
ers. By character, by experience, he 
is remarkably well fitted for the 
position. This is proven l>y the pre- 
sent splendid condition of tlie in- 
stitute oyer which he has presided 
for the past two years. 

The corps of teachers employed at 
Ihe institute is of the best. Each 
member of it has taken special train- 
ing and is in every way well fitted 
for the position which he or .she 
holds. Some of the teachers have 
had as much as six years experience 
and th(>y are all in love with their 
woik. The students are treated by 
them with fatherly, motherly or 
sisterly care just as Ihe (case might 
be, find they are indeed a happy lot, 
considering all conditions. 

One very important addition 
should be made to the school and 
that by tho next session of tho legis- 
lative asscmhly, as it is necessary. 
It is tho addition of a manual train- 
ing oi industrial department. The 
children, especially the young ones, 
should be tauuhl some trade by 
which they can earn their own 
living when they leave the instituto 
This is done at nearly all similar 
schools in the United States and is 
also being successfully accomplish- 
ed in institutes for the blind. It is 
easier to teach children who are 
deaf and ilumb a trade than to 
teach Ihe blind, and as the latter is 
sucoossfully done in the Now Mexi- 
co Institute for the Blind« it should 
also be the rule in the New Mexico 
Institute for the Deaf and Dumb. 

Among the trades that o<iuld Ite 
taught the children by which they 
might thereafter become seH-su|)- 
porting are printing, (carpentering, 
shoemaking, baking and similar 
vocations. A gotnl priiHer nowa- 
days makes a very good living. A 
carpenter receives fine wages. 
Shoemakers are well paid. Bakers 
are in the same category. A young 
lean or- woman, say from 16 yeais 
upward, if taught one of these trades 
oould go out into the world and be- 
come self-supporting and in duo 
course of time save some money. 
The only cost practically would be 
the cost for the cquipuHcnt and ad 
ditional teachers. Tho first build- 
ing encted for the instituto could 
be used as woi kshops, so that the 
expense would lie trifling and the 
boneflt that would be derived would 
be very great . 

Tho growth of the institute has 
l)eeii remarkable and this is another 
l)roof that its affairs are administer- 
ed in lirstclass shape and that the 
members on tho board of rt?genl8 
and the faculty one and all give 
their closest attention, thorough 
e(U)noiny and giealost care of the 
(education and good of the pupils 
who attend it. The atlendanc(* 
whon Superintendent Connor took 
charge was eight; during Ihe school 
year just closing it flguied up thirty. 
From indications during the coming 
school year, which commences the 
third Tuesday in September, the 
number will bo forty. The per 
capita expense is very low consider- 
ing thocomforlB that are furnished 
and tho tieatmoHt of those at the 
institute. 

The biHt legislative assembly 
made a larger appropriation for its 
maintenance its memlmrs having 
come to the conclusion that greater 
generosity was in time and on time. 
The appropriation is none loo 
large, but it is made to reaoh and 
pay all bills by the greatest economy 
and strict iu<fls in purohasingsupplies 
and l)y the greatest of can* and 
attention in administering Ihe 
managomeul and expenses of tho 
itistilute.

" WHAT IH TBE VMK?" 

In all this discussion about tho 
Civil Service discrimination against 
tho Deaf, which has been gathering 
momentum and weight ever since 
Rev. Mr. Whildin, of Baltimore, 
set the ball rolling, last year, the 
root of the matter has not been 
touched, even by Dr. E M. Gallau- 
det, our doughty champion, and all 
the remedies for a change in Ihe 
conditions have been wrongly ap- 
plied, except possibly an appeal to 
our Congn^ssmen. 

The president of the Civil Service 
Commission pointed out clearly in 
his letter to Rev. Mr. Whildin that 
the real stumbling block in our 
path waS the heads of departments 
who had no sentiment whatever, and 
when they had their choice of two 
men, one being deaf but other 
things being equal, invariably chose 
the hearing man. Thus tho Civil 
Service Commissioners were forced 
by ciicumstances beyond their 
control to eliminate the unfor- 
tunate misfits, and they had the 
power to make .suoh rules and 
regnlatiotis as thej' saw fit, by the 
authority of Congress, and they 
claim with some show of reason 
that it was as ninch for the good of 
the Deaf as for the Commission, in 
order to save a cruel disappoint- 
ment and loss of labor. They were 
powerless to compel the heads of 
departments to appoint a deaf-mute 
by the nature of the appointment, 
which roqnired tho Commission to 
submit three appli(ntnt8 with the 
highest standing in the examina- 
tions to tho choice of the depart- 
ments and to drop an applicant's 
naihe from the eligible list after 
two rejections. The rejected one 
could go through another examiua- 
tion and go through the mill onco 
more but of what use would that be 
to a deaf-mute? He would lie 
threshed out again as chafit from 
the wheat. That politics may well 
play a part in this game where a 
choice of three candidates is ofTered 
has been asserted, but the Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioners cannot help 
that. They have done their duly, 
and tho rest lay with the heads of 
departments. Probably some of 
our people think that only one name 
is submitted for appointment with 
the best percentage in the exami- 
nations and I hat a deaf-mute who 
has won the highest standing has 
been i ejected even though his ap- 
pointment was con.pulsory by law, 
but that is an erroneous impression. 
If such was the case, I have no 
doubt tho Commission would en- 
force the law. The choice of three 
appointees gives a wider latitude 
than thoy can control. So much 
for tho Commission. 

The trouble really lies with ""the 
heads of departmeuts who are averse 
to appointing any deaf-mutes to 
positions uiuler their charge, simply 
because they cannot communicate 
with them without the bother of 
writing, even when it is merely 
routine work which dews not need 
the souse of hearing. I remember 
one instance when a well-educated 
deaf mute with excellent backing iu 
tho days before the Civil Service 
applied to tho Collector of tlie Boston 
Custom House for a "job." The 
C(dlecfor well pleased with the ap 
plicant's intolligenoe and ciedentials 
and sent for the Deputy Collector, 
who was a cold, unsj'inpathctic look- 
ing man, and in a few words told 
his superior that there was no place 
for a deaf-mute in the Custom 
House, and that was the end of it. 

There is also an instance of a 
deaf-mute from Woi-cester, named 
Mr. Mitchell, who passed the best 
examination for appointment to the 
Patent Office under tho Civil Ser- 
vice and got his appointment. It is 
obvious that the power and abuse 
of it are in tho hands of the lioads 
of departments, and we are butting 
our heads againsta stone wall which 
cannot be overthrown by the blow- 
ing of trumpets. Even President 
Roosevelt cannot terrify them with 
his big stick, for (hey are within 
their rights under the law. So, 
what is the use ? 

Where, then, is tho remedy? 
Obviously, it lies with CongrevSa;but 
ev(Mi there Ihe solulion will bo 
found to bo difBcult. That august 
body might, for instanco, order the 
Civil Service Commission to present 
only one name for appointment, but 
Ihe regulation of submitting three 
names was probably made after tho 
most caieful consideration on the 



part of the Commission, and they 
will oppose any change, and so will 
all tho departments of the govern- 
ment, if it has been found to work 
well so far. 

Another thing Congress might do 
— it might pass a Disability Pre 
fereuce Act, which would make it 
compulsory to appoint a deaf-mute 
or any one else handicapped like us 
to any position we could fill in pre- 
ference to a hearing man. Massa- 
chusetts has a Veteran Preference 
Act, bj' which any capable veteran 
has the right of way to any position 
under the Civil Service above any 
one else. It would be an ideal situa- 
tion for us, and quite in accordance 
with the Bellamy Idea, but who of 
us would like it? Which of us 
would go to Congress with such an 
idea ? 

What other way is there of get- 
ting around the Civil Service regu- 
lations ? There is none I can see. 
So what is the use ? Cut it out and 
forget it.

" One went off in a secluded spot 
and took iwison," is what a letter 
from Redlands, California, says, in 
regard to the pitiable condition in 
which consumptives find them- 
selves, who flock to California iu 
search of health. The Committee 
on the Prevention of Tuberculosis 
of Ihe State Charities Aid Associa- 
tion, received a copy of a letter 
which was sent to Ihe Menominee 
News from a " White FMague" 
fighter on the firing line, and his 
appeal In the Inst paragraph en- 
courages us to give further publi- 
city to his communication evidently 
wrung from his sad experience, 
hence we (piote in full : " There 
never could l»e a worse place for 
consumptives to come than Califor- 
nia at the present time, for there is 
scarcely a house or tent that they 
could rent at any price unless they 
go to isolated settlements devoted 
entirely to that class of patients 
So many have come here — in<xstly 
in the final stages of the disease — 
that everyl)ody'a back is turneti 
and door closed to them. It is piti- 
able to see their condition. In tho 
daily of this moining is an account 
of one who went off to a seoluded 
spot and took poison, thus ending 
his life. May every one interested 
within the range of this article pre- 
vent their friends, in any stage of 
the disease, from coming to South- 
ern California." 

For years paat it has been the 
custom to advise one who is known 
to have tuberculosis to go at once 
to Colorado, or New Mexico, or Cali- 
fornia. Thousands of people have 
been landed annually in these dis- 
tant, strange communiticis, ab.so- 
lutely penniless, broken in health, 
unable to work. In fact not to 
work is one of the conditions to re- 
covery, and these people are 
stuggling for life. Tien why are 
they sent to these places umier 
circumstances, In most cases, which 
make death inevitable, — the worst 
of all d(«aths, death among strang- 
ers, death in poverty? 

Yet often, oven to-day, a physi- 
cian advises his patient, as soon as 
it is discovered that he has tul)er- 
culosis, to go to California or to 
Colorado, to go as soon as he can get 
money to pay his fare. Fortunately 
most physicians, and the best ones, 
do not give such advice. They will 
advise that in most oases one can be 
cured in his own home, or at least 
at a sanitarium here in his own 
state. 

Fresh air, sunlight, teat, and 
good food, are obtainable in any 
state, and these are the most impor- 
tant factors in effecting the cure of 
consumption. Reinforce this treat 
ra(»nt with tlie peace of mind re- 
sulting from nearness to home, and 
it hardly seems necessary to exile 
the unfortunate to a distant state 
to suffer not only in body but to 
feel the pangs of isolation. 

In no case should a person hav- 
ing tuberculosis l)e advised to go to 
a far-off state, away from his lio:;u» 
and friends, unless he has ample 
means to provide for himself the 
b(>st of care, and conditions which 
make for happiness and 4iopeful- 
ness. 

The warning from the above 
letter is still most timelj'. 



Dr. S, A. Knopf, of Now York 
City, the author of the now famous 
" Prize Essaj' "on " Tuberculosis as 
a disease of the Masses, and How to 
Combat it," has recently issued a 
most excellent circular contaiuintra 
set of "Simple Rules for School 
Children to Prevent Tulierculosis." 
"Every child and adult can help to 
fight consumption," says Dr. Knopf. 
Sclrool children can be helpful l>y 
C(Mnplying with the following rules: 
Do not spit ex(}ept in a spitoon, 
a piece of cloth, or a handkerchief 
used for that purpose alone. On 
your return home, have the cloth 
burned by your mother, or the 
handkerohief put in water until 
ready for the wash. 

Never spit on a slate, floor, play- 
ground, or sidewalk. 

Do not put your fingers iu your 
mouth. 

Do not pick 3'our nosi or w^ipe it 
on your han<i or sleeve. 

Do not wet your fingers iu your 
mouth when turning the leaves of 
t)ook8. 

Do not put pencils in your mouth 
or wet them with your li|>8. 

Do not hold money in your mouth. 
Do not put pins in your mouth. 
Do not put anything in your 
mouth except food and drink. 

Do not swap apple cores, candy, 
chewing gum, half-eaten tood, 
whistles, beau blowera, or anything 
that is put in the moutii. 

Peel or wash your fruit before 
eating it. 

Never sneeze or cough in a per- 
.son's face. Turn your face to one 
side or hold a handkerohief before 
yuur mouth. 

Keep your face, hands, and fin- 
ger-nails clean. Wash your hands 
with soap and water l>efore each 
meal. 

When you don't feel well, have 
cut yourself, or have been hurt by 
others, do not l)e afrai(i to report to 
the teacher 

Keep yourself just as clean at 
home as you do at school. 

Clean your teeth with tooth-brush 
and water, if possible, after each 
meal; but at least on getting up in 
the morning and on going to bed at 
night. 

Do not kiss any one on the mouth 
or allow anybody to do .so to you. 

Learn to love fresh air, and learn 
to breathe deeply and do it often. 

This set of simple hygienic rules 
should form a part of the (curriculum 
in every school in the laud. Every 
teacher in New York State should 
take these and make them a part 
of her instructions in hygiene. 

This is only one of the manj' valua- 
ble contributions which Di , Knopf 
has made to this subject, the most 
famous being the Essay referred to 
above, which is now puhlisheHl in 
nearly all the European and several 
of the Asiatic languages, pre.sent- 
ing in simple and unteohnical way 
infoimation concerning the develop- 
ment and spread of what is known 
as the " Great Whit* Plague", and 
the rules essential to its prevention 
and tieatment. Dr, Knopf's essay 
can be obtained through the 
" Charities and Commons", 105 E. 
33d St., New York City, and 
should be in the hands of every 
American school teacher. The im- 
portance of decisive and com- 
prehensie action in the pr(S»ence 
of great danger was never more 
couviuoiugly emphasized.

DEAFMtJTE IIONORKD— CITV 
PARK NAMED AFTER HIM. 



The City Board of Park Commis- 
sioners at a meeting y(*ster(lay 
morning decided to name the new 
park to be lf)cated on the present 
grounds of the Indiana Institution 
for the Education of the Deaf, after 
the institution moves to its new 
home north of the Fair Grounds, 
" Willard Park," after William 
Willard, the founder and first 
superintendent of tfie institute. A 
petition by the Indiana As.sociation 

of the Deaf deeiiled the nelcetion of 

the name. 

William Willard wan adeaf mnt(> 
of wide reput<}. He was born 
in Brattleboroui;h, Vermont, in 
1809, and was educated at the Hart- 
ford Schwd for the Deaf, the firMt 
inslitition of that character in the 
country. After teaching school for 
several years In the New York School 
for the Deaf and in the Ohio State i 
School for the Deaf, he came to 
Indianapolis in 1842, after making a 



tour of the State on horseback. In 
his tour (»ver the state, he secured 
the names of deaf childreu, and the 
first school for the deaf, located on 
the present site of the Claypol Hotel, 
accommodated fourteen children. 

Later the school was moved to a 
site near the present Grand Hotel, 
where it continued under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Willard until 1850. By 
that time the State became interest- 
ed and the institution was moved to 
larger quarters in the old Kinder 
Block. Mr Willard remained with 
the Institution until 1864, when on 
account of ill health he retired to 
private life. To his efforts alone is 
attributed the establishment of a 
permanent institution for the deaf. 
He died February iJOth, 1888, and 
his remains now lie in Crown Hill 
Cemetery. 

The beneficiaries of the school 
will hold their last reunion at the 
present site of the institution, June 
5, and 7. The committee which 
petitioned the board to name the 
p irk after the famous teacher con- 
sisted of Orson Archibald and N. 
Field Morrow. The city has pur- 
chased of the State most of the 
ground upon which the institute is 
now located, and will convert it in- 
to a i>ark as soon as it is vacate<l 
by the removal of the school. — In- 
dianapolis Star, May SO.

The following statement issued 
by the Board of Visitors last Friday, 
is taken frond the Richmond News- 
Leader: — 

The city of Newport News has 
been selected as the site for the 
proposed State School for Colored 
D(iaf and Blind Children. This de 
cision was reached by the boar<l of 
visitors shortly before two o'clock 
this afternoon after a session, more 
or less heated, which was called to 
order at twelve o'clock in the pri- 
vate offices of John L. Williams, 

Two cities competed for the 
school, Newport News and Peters- 
burg, Both of these cities had 
large delegations, who submitted 
their claims V)efore the Board. 
Edwin L, Quarles, Secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Peters- 
Iturtf, was the principal speaker for 
the (/Ocka«le City, and presented 
I he advantages offered by the con- 
template<l site on the old Dunlop 
estate. 

He was followed by Mr. Cuthbert, 
a prominent real estate man of 
Petersburg. Dr. Clarence Porter 
.loneH, president of the Chamber 
Commerce, of the Shipl>uilding City, 
was the speaker in )>elialf of the op 
ponent site. While Petersburg 
niiide no free offer at all, but de- 
pended entirely upon what it con- 
ceived to bo the merits of the loca- 
tion. Dr. Jones came forward with 
an offer of a free site of seventy- 
five acres of valuable land lying 
just out of line of the city In the 
direction of tlie city of Hampton. 
Dr. Jon(w was followed by Louis C 
I'hillip, a well-known attorney of 
Newport News, who went over the 
advantages of the site at some 
lentrth and presented the claims of 
this location in a very able and in- 
teresting manner. 

He was followed by Mr. Powell 
engaued in tfie real (tstate Inisiness 
in Newport News, who spoke of the 
value of the land. Me stated that 
I he land in this neighborhood and 
no better than this land was selling 
for $300 an acre. W. S. Copeland, 
editor of the TimeJt- Herald, also 
spoke in behalf of the propose<l lo- 
cation and stated that beside being 
a free site, it had every physical 
advantage, and in his rnind it was 
to the best intereat of the State to 
locate there. He has been a friend 
of the school from its inception. 

The Board then went into execu- 
tive sesHion, when a resolution was 
adopted accepting the offer of New- 
port News. Messrs. Bryan, Eurritt, 
Walker and Houston voted in the 
affirmative, and John L. Williams 
voted in the negative.

At the biennial conference yes- 
terday of the New .lerfey Associa- 
tion of the Deaf, which was held in 
the New Jersey School for the Deaf, 
a vigorous protest was voiced against 
a recent ruling by tlie United States 
Civil Service Commission concern- 
ing deaf-mutes. It was decided to 
incorporate the sentiment of the 
meml)ers in a resolution, which 
follows : 

" Resolved, That the Associa- 
tion, through its Secretary, protests 
to the New Jersey Congressman 
against the action of the ('ivil Ser- 
vice Commission iu refusing to ex- 
amine deaf applicants for positions 
under ihe govermnent ; for classi- 
fying them with the insane, epi- 
leptic, crijipltd and deformed, and 
endeavor to secure the influence of 
t.h(^8e Congressmen to have this un- 
fair and objectionable ruling against 
the deaf reciuded. 

Yesterday's conference, which is 
tlie first since the Newark meeting 
two years ago, was called to order 
l>y Vice-president Cascella, of 
Newark, in the absence of President 
A. J. Salmon. 

Principal Walker greeted the 
assembled members in a neat speech 
of welcome. 

R. B. Lloyd and C. Wesley 
Breese spoke with relation to the 
suggestion that the association order 
the painting of a bust of former 
Principal Weston Jenkins. Both 
disapproved of the plan on the 
ground that the State should stand 
the expense. of the painting and have 
it hung iu the school building. 

Mr. Breese also took oticasion to 
ventilate his views regarding Civil 
Service for the United States 
govern-ment. 

Mr. Lloyd spoke of Ihe affairs of 
the association and severely criticis- 
edtiieaelion of the Civil Service 
Commission in refusing hereafter to 
examine any deal person for posi- 
tions under the government, not- 
wiih.standing the fact that many ai-e 
now occupying such positions and 
giving satisfaction. This action of 
the boinmission has been condemned 
(everywhere, and strong efforts are 
being made to have it rescinded, 
and to this end the influence of the 
New Jersey congressmeu will be in- 
voked. 

Sp(mking of intermarriages of the 
(l(iaf, Mr. Lloyd said that though 
deaf parents very rarely had deaf 
children, yet it was well for the deaf 
not to marry each other when there 
were several cases of deafness in 
each family directly interested, for 
statistics showed that th(M'e was a 
tendeiKjy toward deaf offspring in 
such cases. 

Mr. Porter and Mr. Cook spoke 
of the fine showing the graduates of 
Ihe Now .lersey school were making. 
There are none in the poorhouse, 
workhouse nor prison. On the 
(ionlrary, all are earning a living 
at respeclaitle trades, unless they 
are independent, showing conclus- 
ively the great usefuluesn of the in- 
struction and training received at 
the school. 

Speeches were also made by 
Washington Houston, of Phila- 
delphia, James Russell and R. Els- 
worth, of New York. 

The association then went into 
the election of new officers. The 
following were chosen: President, 
Rowland B. Lloyd; Vice-president, 
George Wainwright, Jr.; Secretary 
Treasurer, C. Wesley Breese. 

A motion was passed that the 
school building should be improved 
in order to provide acceommodations 
for several deaf children who are at 
the present waiting to be enrolled. 
Rev. Mr. Danlzer, of Philadelphia, 
closed the assembly with prayer. 
The next session takes place iu two 
years.

We quote the subjoined wise and 
timely editorial from the current 
issue of the Florida School Herald. 
It was written by Mi. Albert H. 
Walker, I'resident of the Srsite 
Schools for the Deaf at St. Au- 
gustine, and descrilres the very 
sensible altitude of that official 
towards the attempt to classify 
schools for the deaf with charitable 
institutions: 

" We do not attend meetings of the Na- 
tional Association of Charities. The woek 
of this Association has nothing in common 
with our work and we would be out of 
place in such a moeting~aa represeuting a 
School for the Deaf." 

It is indeed a sad oommt-nrary 
npon the good taste and judgment 
<iisplayed by those principals and 
Biiperinlendents, who attend Na- 
tional and SiBte Conventions of As- 
sociations of Charities. People 
noting such attendance are apt to 
look with askance at their strenuous 
objections to calling the schotds 
over which they pi-eside charitable 
institutions. True, they may have 
attended not as official! of the 
schools, but as men with benevolent 
inciination.s. However, Mie public 
is not likely to make such nice dis 
ti net ions. Their official character 
will always cling to them wherever 
they go — and more especiallj' where 
the meetings to which they go 
partake of the aspect of a chari- 
table, correctional or educational 
assemblages.

Ever since Ihe organization 
of the National As.sociatioii, the 
Journal has offered its columns 
free of charge for advertisements, 
announcements aud news items. 
No treasurer of the National As.s"- 
cialiou has eviy reooi\wi a lull 
froi" "x' K.J nor of the Joitrnal. 
Ami now shall we abandon an old 
friend for a new and untried one. 
Is there any good reason for doing 
soy Is the more fact that each 
succeeding president of the Nation- 
al Association may sit in the edito- 
rial Sanctum of the American and 
dole out controversial matter of 
more or less qne«tionablo taste a 
sufficient excuse for this chanire ? 
The plea that the American is the 
only independent paper for the 
deaf in this couutiy, is true only 
in the sense that it is not connected 
with any State School, but in other 
respect*' it is no more independent 
than is the Journal. On the fir.st 
page of the issue of the American 
containing the editorial to which 
we are referring, is a scurrilous 
and vulgar letter, by a Frenchman, 
and attacking a deaf-mute in New- 
York City. The editor of the 
Journal doubtless also rooei vj*^'^',^ 
copy of th.it letter foj^.^.W" JoUR- 

^ /'hi.rr^l- -'^ "^^'"^ discrimina- 
^ItiVfor whTch he is frequently com 
plimented,hesent it to the waste 
basket instead of to the " copy" 
file. Now, is the privilege to print 
such scurrilous and vuglar matter 
a sign of indepedence ? We trow 
not. What the deaf of America 
need is a champion like Editor 
Hodgson of the Journal, who will 
be not only aggressively fearless in 
his defense of the lights of the deaf, 
but also temperate and dignified in 
argument and courteous and con- 
siderate in his treatment of those 
who differ with him.

Xlie Uallaudet memorial. 

It Im proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaiidet, 
D.D., by the erection of a PariHh 
lUiildiiiK for St. Aiih'h Church for 
Doaf-MnteH. The piestuit Church 
JH Hitntited on 148th Street, juHt west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
Homo twouty-live feet back from tlie 
lino of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the (^hiircli edili(;eand be a center 
of I'oliKious and Hocial life amongHt 
the Hiient pooplos. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped during hJH lifetime to see the 
erection of thiH building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which IiIh name haH always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is Huggestod as a 
most fitting moiuorial to him that 
thiH work iie now undertaken. St. 
Aiiii'm Ciiurch is used wholly for 
tlie deaf mutes. 

Tho new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
HtorieH in height, with a basement, 
and will bo UHod for the HOcial, re- 
ligiouH and industrial needs of tbe 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for ** The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish liuilding" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
ilHolf, in its position and jiurpose, 
will form a coiispicuouH monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
HJiont peoples. They themselves 
hoaitily endorse the memorial.
